Announcement of the appointment 
came as a surprise in ‘politi- 
cal circles here. The job is 
one of the best political plums 
the Democrats have to give in this 
community and it was considered 
late last June that the place was cer- 
tain to be given to Herman C. Lich- 
tenberger, in charge of the probate 
department of the County Clerk's of- 
fice, who was a special Federal rep- 
resentative here in the taking of the 
1910 census and had the indorse- 
ment of the City Council and Cham- 
wee of Commerce for the present 
job. 

The census-taking period as fixed 
by law began last July 1, but actual 
enumeration, according to announced 
plans, will start next January 1 and 
must be completed in a month. 

JOBS FOR MANY. 

Meantime, a force of 600 to 1000 
employees must be moDiliged, or- 
ganized and trained in this county 
and all the machinery for the col- 
lection of a vast volume of informa- 
tion must be perfected.

OS ANGELES has been invaded by a new gang of radical agitators of 
the soviet type. They are sowing discord in local industries and preach- 
: ing the Bolshevist doctrine of a general strike. They have but hazy 
“Ideas themselves as to what would come afterwards. Their intelligence seems 
limited to the single idea of starting something. The car strike is their first 
blow. This week people are not-to ride. Next week they are not to eat. 

To the members of Jabor unions they assert that the general strike is cer- 
tain to stamp out free industry here and make Los Angéles a “‘union town.”

Economic conditions are unsettled here, as elsewhere. They staggered 
under the shock of a world war and have not yet fully regained their 
equilibrium.

The Times signaled 
the approach of these conditions; it has sounded warnings that the scant at- 
tention paid to production would lead to a shortage in necessities and that 
high prices would be inevitable. It warned that the strikes and sabota 
formented by the radicals would make these conditions worse.

they will do so now. What have its proponents to offer? Do they 
propose higher wages? The average wages paid skilled labor in Los Angeles 
are equal to the union scales. This is not, and never has been, a cheap labor 
town. Under closed-shop conditions there would be no increase in pay. Do 
the agitators propose greater freedom for the workmen). All the leading 
edndustries in Los Angeles now reeognize the principle of collective, bergain- 
ing. The employees elect committees to discuss wage scales and Sokine 
conditions with the employers; and each industry carries into effect both the 
letter and the principle of self-determination. The men of one craft are not 
. bound by the action of the members of some other craft in another part of 
the country. There are no labor dictators; and where there are no tyrants 
there can be no slaves. 

These soviet propagandists talk a great deal about labor solidarity, rights 
of workmen and other abstractions; but what concrete benefit can they offer 
to those who would give up their industrial indépendence and become sub- 
jects of a closed-shop autocracy? What return would they make for the 
monthly tribute every employee of a closed-shop industry is compelled to 
pay for the privilege of working? Conditions in the free industries 46f Los 
Angeles are the best in the country. Measured by the average cost of living 
here and elsewhere, the wages paid are the highest. What have the radicals to 
offer to induce an independent workman to rebel against his own prosperity?

ND WHAT is to come after? “When the cars have all stopped running; 
when the butcher shop no longer has meat and the bake shop is without 
bread; when the dairy herds go unmilked and children are dyi 
through lack of nourishment; when the undertaking establishments are used 
and the dead are without interment, what then? Will the working people of 
Los Angeles be happier or more prosperous when the pay envelope disap- 
pears from every home? If the general strike should succeed, what after? 
This question has been asked wherever such a strike has been attempted.

“Wherever the pay envelope has beon abolished, hunger and misery have 
taken up their abode. The employers were driven out of Petrograd; and the 
city's population has fallen from 2,000,000 to less than 600,000.

The ancient edict that man shall earn his bread by the sweat of his brow 
has not been abrogated. The world has lived by its labor ever since the human 
race has existed. Machinery is proving a substitute for brute force, but in- 
telligent labor is as necessary today as it was at the buildimg of the pyramids. 
The prosperity of Los Angeles during the last twenty-five years ie proof that, 
to reap its highest reward, labor must be free. There are no industrial wrongs 
in this community that soviet administration can right. The workmen are 
making good use of their liberty and there is no occasion for paying tribute 
to walking delegates.

NTIL this radical assault is repelled the whole community will suffer. 
But it must be met by a united and fearless front. Any yielding now 
would have dire consequences. The moral and material support of 
every citizen who has the good of the city at heart must be given to the in- 
dustries that are bearing the brunt of the attack. On the question of open 
shop there can be no compromise. It is the principle on which the prosperity 
of Les Angeles is grounded, end principles are not to be compromised. 
Every employer of labor in Los Angeles must prepare for the defense by 
giving to his employees the higlest wages and the best working conditions 
that the industry permits. Who fails to do this is as great an enemy to inde- 
pendent industry as the Bolshevist.

GOULD You SPARE 
ME “THE PRICE OF A 
MEAL 7 
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ROBLEMS IN PROPORTION. 

Every day something is said or printed 
which indicates the lack of a very impor- 
tant sense, the sense of proportion. Not 
long ago a newspaper headline informed 
us that the stupendous number of twenty 
thousand American soldiers married French 
girls. Now tweaty thousand soidiers march- 
ing down Broadway, each one with his 
French bride, would, make an impressive 
parade, But more than two million Amer- 
ican soldiers were sent to France. The 
ratio that exists between twenty thousand 
and two million is the ratio of one to one 
one hundred. Therefore only one American 
soldier out of each cne hundred married 


_in France. 


Mathematicians know that the’mind can- 
not comprehend large numbers. They also 
know that in most cares it is not the quan- 
tity but the ratios that exist between quan- 
tities that are important. Algebraic ex- 
pressions are artificial thought processes 
and they deal with relations and propor. 
tions. The value of thinking in propor 
tions has escaped the popular imagination. 
At the very point where mathematicians 
have called symbols to their aid the un- 
trained mind, with no idea at all of rela- 
tive values, starts out on an uncharted sea. 

Another {fllustration can be seen in the 
economic struggic going on everywhere. 
Railroad employees, who are already get- 
ting about three times as much pay as 
school-teachers, have solemnly infdérmed 
the government that the cost of living must 
come down or their wages must go up. 
There ts not supposed to be any sentiment 
in that ultimatum. It fs a matter of pure 
arithmetic. They cannot eat unless they 
get more money, But the school-teachers 
also have to eat. Tf the same ratio exists 
Detween the number of meals eaten by 
railroad men and school-teachers that ex- 


ists between the pay of raflroad men and 


the pay of teachers it follows that the 
knights of the rafl get nine meals to the 
teachers’ three. They told the President 
of the United States that they were eating 
up all they could earn. There fs no mathe- 
matical mystery about this. The raflroad 
men are either the largest eaters in the 
country or they ars profiteers. They also 
admit that if they are given more pay their 
employers will have to raise the freight 
rate. That in turn will raise the cost of 
living, and again the railroad men will be 
unable to eat. 
Since mathematics can do nothing for 


. the railroad men, let xs return to the school- 


teachers. People must vote directly or in- 
directly on the pay of public school-teachers 
and that, of course, throws the whole mat- 
ter open to attacks by loose thinkers. A 
school board never sees anything but a 
grand total, and totals are awful things to 
display before the eyes of a terrified popu- 
lace. Voters never pause to consider that 
the subdivided burten would fall but light- 
ly on each of them, while the benefits to 
the teachers and to’ the educational sys- 
tem would be relatively great 

Not long ago a California town held an 
election to create an additional fund for a 
very worthy purpose. The total eum to be 
raised amounted to several thousand dol- 
lars, and of course looked large in the ag 
gregate. Fach person in the community 


“had a dreadful presentiment that he alone 


would have to bear the whole burden. Many 
friendships were strained and some were 
broken. Neighbors took sides and fought 
Ifke gladiators of old. Yet, when the sub- 
fect was examined itn the cold light of 
arithmetic, the crushing burden for each 
citizen paying the everage tax was found 
to be a total of eighteen cents for a whole 
year. 
+ In proportion to her population France 
suffered a loss In killed on the battlefields 
of the great war seventy-cight times as 
great as ours. In spite of this fact there 
is a greater economic unrest here than in 
France. Congress is besieged by organisa- 
tions clamorous for a reduction in the cost 
of Itving, and yet the ones making the 
greatest noise are the worst profiteers of 
all. Everybody tn the United Gtatgs is

prosperous except the intellectuals, 
and they are not saying much. The 
prosperous artisans carn greatly 
distroportionate amounts, and that 
seems to be the secret of their heart- 
burnings. 

All these difficulties and dissen- 
sions call joudly for educational 
treatment, and that leads us back 
again to the school-téachers, preach- 
ers, editors, hook-keepers, office men 
and other educators. They will not 
be found wauting. They will not 
strike. Neither will they threaten 
to strike. They would not, even if 
they were crganized, because there 
is something more than, 
‘their? works Theyowlk co8 
be the hope of democracy. Children 
of today who ere taught to under- 

. stand relations in numbers will have 
a better realization of related things. 
They will become voters and exer. 
cise their franchise more intelligent- 
ly. then, that purely ¢om- 
mercial vities everywhere are 
adequately recompensed they will 
demand that educators, who give so 

_ little thoaght to their own personal 
welfare, be paid in proportion to the 
exceptionally valuable services which 
they render the nation.

“The ceremonies surrounding the 


barbarie that thousande of tourists 


commonplace and seeking something 
different, pay the Hopi 
a visit. 

“Preceding the senake dance, 
which continues for nine days, the 
Indians hold a musical concert, par- 
ticipated in by two bands, equipped 
only with flutes. After playing sev- 
eral-selectiona, the music ends with 
a footrace. 

“When the snake dance setarts, 
warriors of the tribe are dispatched 
to the desert to bring in the rep- 
tiles. They are accompanied by 
the musicians, whore performances 
on quaint musical instruments are 
supposed to lure the snakes into the 
hands of the warriors... 

“After capturing several snakes, 
generally rattiers, the warriors re- 
turn to the village, where the rep- 
tiles are placed in stone jars. In- 
cantations, accompanied by music 
and weird dances around the jars 
then continue for nine days.”

young feminist, as she played with 
a heavy paper-weight which was

this will not change the old order 
of things, but there is every rea- 
son to belieye that the new order 
will be better.” 

The scope of the Woman's Cham- 
ber of Commerce is extremely 
broad. It embraces not only the 
economic welfare of women, but 
their physical and spiritual wel- 
fare as well. In some of the cham- 
bers, reading rooms have already 
been established, containing books, 
magazines, newspapers, bulletins, 
pam phiets, leaflets, charts and 
maps dealing with current events 
and with subjects of special inter- 
est to women. The organization 
has also created a committee to 
survey existing educational oppor- 
tunities for women, and to encour- 
age night schools, afternoon study 
seasions, work Interval] classes, vo- 
cational training, arts and crafts in- 
struction, high school study and 
university extension. 

Moreover, the chamber places 
great emphasis upon health. Health 
talks for women have been held in 
many cities, and plans are being 
formulated for the maintenance of 
athietic clubs and gymnasiums in 
connection with the various local 
headquarters, as well ag clinics, 
where women will be cared for by 
efficient women doctors. Conditions 
surrounding industria) workers will 
be investigated and reported upon, 
while everything will be done to 
stimulate recreational pursuits 
among women, such as boating. 


and gardening. In towns of limited 
recreational opportunities, the local 
chamber will endeavor to secure the 
co-operation of the men’s chamber 
of commerce in establishing new 
ones. 

LACK ORGANIZATION. 

“Women’s chief lack at present 
is organization,” declared a mem- 
ber of the Woman's Chamber of 
Commerce the other day. “‘Busi- 
ness men are highly organized, and 
so are men industrial workers. They 
get a great deal of fun out of Rt. 
They &re always giving banquets, 
dances and social affairs, and their 
clubs are numerous. They never 
have any difficulty in assembling 
a convention or any kind of a meet- | 
ing to discuss their probiems. Their 
social life is broad. Women are only 
beginning to realize the value of 
organization, much less achieve it. 
So we are going to do all we can to 
lead them up to it by means of 
community affairse—musicals, com- 
munity sings, clubs, amateur the- 
atricals, and civic riubs.”

your business to hear the cases of; 
dozens of prostitutes, shoplifters and 
wayward girls every day in the 
week, would you stil] be able to keep 
your faith in human nature? Would 
you be able to leave each harrowing 
session of the courtroom with the 
unchanged conviction that life was 
worth while, and that soméwhere 
there was a spark of nobility in 
every soul? The women officials of 
the Women’s Day Court of New 
York do. 


One afternoon in this court is 
enough to turn the average person 
into a profound’ pessimist. He leaves 
it in a state of settled gloom, un- 
comfortably conscious of the futil- 
ity of existence in general and of 
vice crusades in particular. Even 
men employed by the Women's 
Court can’t stand the strain very 
long. As one of them remarked: 
“You get so you're sheddin’ tears 
with one eye and shootin’ daggers 
with the other.”’ So they have to be 
transferred. But the women—the 
young Assistant District Attorney 
who prosecutes the cases, the proba- 
tion officers who follow them up, 
and the police women who supply, 
the testimony—all marvelously man-’ 
age to maintain their normal out- 
look, The hard shell of cynicism 
which most people cultivate to pro- 
tect themselves from the unpleasant 
aspects of life these women have 
not. They are just as much shocked 
at each new evidence of depravity 
as if it were something altogether 
new to them, and thus they are 
able to meet each case with a fresh 
outburst of sympathy. 

When asked how she managed to 
maintain such a cheerful attitude in 
the face of constant disillusionment 
and disappointment, one of the pro- 
: bation officers replied, “You have 

to. If you don’t, you're absolutely 
no good in the work. As S00n as you 
begin to get hardened it's time to 
quit.” 

The Women's Day Court is a con- 
tinuance of the Women's Night Court 
of New York. The sessions used to 
be held at night, because this was 
the time the majority of the women 
were arrested. They were brought 
immediately to the courtroom, and 
their cases settied as quickly as 
possible. It was found, however, that 
the night sessions were much harder 
on every one concerned than day 
| sessions, so now they are held in 
the day time. The court is in a 
downtown building which was for- 
merly a church. It fact, it is still a 
chureb, so far as architecture is 
concerned, The magistrate’s bench is 
directly in front of a carv@ pulpit, 
and the sunlight which occasionally 
lights up the faces of the offenders 
filters through stained glass win- 
dows.

) had been partiy absorbed in the 
‘atmosphere, and to what extent. 
This process required severa] hours, 
and the results were often spoiled 
by clouds springing up meanwhile. 
When there is much cloudiness 
or dirt or other obstruction in the 
air, the sky is bright, because of 
the large amount of light which has 
been deflected from the main beam, 
On the other hand, when thé 
‘atmosphere is clear, the sky is,.a 
i'tuch darker blue. as anyone may 
lobserve. The brightness of the sky, 
itherefore, at a given distance from 
ithe sun is an index to the amount 
of impurities in the atmosphere 
| which tend to obstruct light. Dr.

“An Adopted Husband” is a story 
that one cannot classify readily.

“You Never Saw Such a Giri.” 
One of the misfortunes of being 


a reviewer is such books as “You 
Never Saw Such a Girl,” by George 
Weston (Dodd, Mead & Co.) It was 
published serially in the Saturday 
Evening Post or the Ladies’ Home 
Journal, I don’t know which. But 
such books usually are. 

It is easy enough to say that a re- 
viewer doesn't have to read ¢hem. 
He does. It is easy enough to say 
he ovght to read good books. There 
are usually many of them left un- 
read—books that he would much 
prefer to read. And all that explan- 
ation about being fair with the pub- 
lishers and reading this book and 
that, doesn’t apply. The reason that 
I have to read such books as “You 
Never Saw Such a Girl” is because 
it is easy to read; there is nothing 
to it. When Zangwill or Wells or 
Somerset Maugham, or Mrs. Watts, 
or whoever else writes good books, 
writes one it is svre to be fat: also 
one is likely to enjoy it and read 
slowly. And to make this page look 
businesslike it must have many re 
views. So I have to pick on things 
like this. 

It is utterly empty, pretentiously 
snappy and breezy, deliberately sen- 
timental, venerable of plot, and 
downright silly. It is one of a hun- 
dred, a hundred thousand maybe, 
just like it. It has one original situ- 
ation—original, as far as | know— 
that some motion picture scenario 
department ought to pay a million 
dollars for if some other scenario de- 
partment doesn't steal it first: a girl 
falls in love with her uncle and 
there is no moral or legal reason 
why she shouldn't marry him. 


“The Blooming Angel.” 

Wallace Irwin is one of those 
authors usually spoken of as “good” 
because he frankly writes nonsense. 
He has written a lot of it. Of re- 
cent years he has been imitating 
others who do much the same, and 
has written novels. Still with the 
difference that his nonsense is 
frank. 

“The Blooming Angel” (George H. 
Doran Company) is in spots symp- 
tomatic of a severe strain. In these 
spots Mr. Irwin is likely to resemble 
his‘ less favored brothers. 

As a matter of fact Mr. Irwin 
seems to have realized that he 
didn’t quite have enough material in 
his origina] idea for a novel—as he 
did have in the previous book, 
“Venus in. the East”’—and he rum- 
maged about rather desperately for 
some manner and means to go on, 
With the resuit that snap and sparkle 
diminished. 

The book starts off gloriously. A 
Minervaesque creature of a jerk- 
water college takes a poor boy under 
her wings with the obvious purpose 
of making him into a forensic giant, 
and the femininely veiled purpose of 
aiso making him a husband. But 
the college flirt sees him first. Floss 
is a girl with a most wonderful com- 
plexion and sense enough to know 
that men do not coquette with 
brainy women. So she hides her 
brains. She never reveals them to 
the public. At the height of his suc- 
cess, not even the husband plucked 
from under Charlotta’s nose, real- 
izes that Floss has made him. It 
came about this way: Floss was 
ousted from college because it was 
too much of a bore to read certain 
books in which the faculty were in- 
terested, so she proposes to the 
boob, Chester, and takes him out of 
college. They are happy but hungry.

William Lyon Phelps. 


WILLIAM LYON PHELPS OF YALE. 


William Lyon Phelps, professor 
of English literature at Yale, held 
a course of lectures this summer 
in Los Angeles. 

He is a curious fellow. He is 
gone now, so one can be frank about 
him. Unless somebody tipped you 
off, you would never know that he 
was a college professor. He looks 
about forty, is tanned, and without 
being big of build has a suggestion 
of huskiness about him, and a good 
deal more than a suggestion of 
alertness. He is quick without be- 
ing gt all nervous; brim full of pep— 
nothing like the college professor, 
or at least the college professor of 
tradition. One ‘might reasonably 
suspect him of being a construction 
engineer, one of those that bob in 
and out of jungles, throw bridges 
across unexplored rivers, and have 
a lot of fights with savages. He 
looks adventurous. And he is the 
professor of English !iterature at 
Yale. Colleges have done a lot of 
harm in the world. They spoiled a 
good soldier of fortune when a cap 
and gown was put onto him. 

In a way he is adventurous. Crit- 
ics are very nearly as adventurous 
as explorers. I mean critics of so 
everything 
they say is listened to by other 
cTitics of importance—aend others 
of no im . reviewers and 
such; and everything they say is 
pretty likely to be challenged. Put 
a man in as professor of English 
literature of any famous college or 
university, and the only way he can 
keep out of trouble is to keep his 
opinions to himself, like any other 
mummy or dummy. 

Prof. Phelps—the inclination is to 
forget that he is a professor—gives 
a lot of lectures, and, worse, writes 
a lot of books. There is nobody 
else a reviewer dislikes so much as 
one who writes many books, that is, 
one right after another. It pute him 
in the position of Mrs. Partington 
with her mop trying to clean up the 
on-coming tide. Besides, college pro- 
fessors as a matter of principle—or 
lack of it—are unpopular with re- 
viewers. Many of them are fellows 
who got run out of college because 
some professor didn’t have a sense 
of humor. Moreover the younger 
generation resents the ideas, opin- 
ions and presence of the elder. And 
Prof. Phelps has opinions on current 
literature, and expresses them. Now 
a professor isn't supposed to know 
anything about current literature: 
his domain is the classical mauso- 
leum where abide the great dead. 
Prof. Phelps isn’t content with mor- 
tuary appraisals. He has ideas on 
books before they even get out to 
this Coast. He writes of current 
drama, novelists, poets. He throws 
his influence into contemporary 
quarrels and seems to prefer 
Vachel Lindsay to Amy Lowell. 
Misa. Lowell objects—and so do I. 
He @hinks Archibald Marshall is 
about as fine a novelist as Anthony 
Trollope—and the Boston Trans- 
script upholds him, which may do 
something toward causing him to 


use for Hall Caine—ah, Sir Hall 
Caine, it now is for some mysteri- 
ous reason. But then no one else 
has excepting among those who con- 
fer British knighthood. Prof. Phelps 
says that in reading Harold Bell 
Wright's books the illustrations at 
times rather pleased him.

AMERICA 18 CHOICE. 

Tt le a foregone conclusion thet} 
if Rustem Bey deciared his own and 
his countrymen’s cheice it would 
fall upon America. Even the simp!- 
est-minded Turk wil] easily under- 
stand, he said- that America is the 
power completely disinterested 
in the long conflict of political in- 
terests of the Near East. Besides, 
America is the on’y power offering 
a @ure guarantee under her ad- 
ministration of all races and re- 
ligions in the empire. When Amer- 
ica was appealed to for help the 
Turkish Legislative Assembly would 
for the duration of the mandate di- 
vest itself of the vetoing power. In 
exercise of the mandate the Turk- 
ish Parliament would offer no hin- 
drance. Only in possible instances of 
abuse would the Assembly have 
the right to demand satisfaction 
from tue League of Nations. 

No American troops would be 
needed under Rustem Bey’s scheme. 
Reorganized by experienced Amer- 
officials, the Turkish gendar- 
merie would police the country. 

“You would soon learn our peo- 
ple desire nothing but a good ad- 
ministration and security of lives 
and property,” Rustem Bey said. 
“Ours is a plain people, industrious 
and peaceful. There is need of 
modern schools. These ne nation is 
more fitted to give than America. 
It wants to insure itself against cor- 
ruption in the official class. Here 
again a grateful field opens itself for 
America. Another is agriculture. 
We have a country rich in natural 
resources and we want someone to 
help us in developing them. , 

TO PRESERVE SOVEREIGNTY. 


“But with all this we hope to 
preserve not only our sovereignty 
but also our integrity. That's why 
we feel we ought to have the say 
in the determination of the scope 
and character of the mandate. We 
want to make sure that certain 
limits on the power of the manda- 
tory are guaranteed. Among those 
is the time limit; in this respect we 
think twenty-five years ought to 
suffice. There is also a desire on 
our part to safeguard our sovereign- 
ty. We recognize under any man- 
date our treaty-making power would 
have to be curbed. But in domes- 
tic affairs we would like entire free- 
dom to shape and carry out our own 
policies. 

“Aside from limitations of this 
kind the mandatory would have full 
sway, subject te formal approval of 
its activities by our government. If 
America accepts the mandate all she 
will have to do is to send us a com- 
mission of experts to be attached to 
our various ministries in the capacity 
both of advisers and executives. We 
would Hike the heads of this com- 
mission to remain in close consulta- 
tion with our government. Its work 
in the interior could be done through 
subcommittees established in the 
different. provinces.”

VILLA’S MEN HOLD UP

RELEASED ON BOND AFTER BE-

EL PASO, Aug. 13.—Motoring 
through Northern Mexico is no 
pleasure jaunt under present condi- 
tions, an American business man 
with large interests In Mexico, de- 
clared upon his return here recent- 
ly after being held up by Villa's 
men, arrested, thrown in jail and 
finally released on bond by the Car- 
ranza government officials 

Starting from El Paso with an- 
other American in a roadster, the 
American was held up by Villa's 
men near San Lorenzo. They 
escaped by speeding their car and 
driving through the Villa ines. This 
occurred after Villa had been driv- 
en from Juarez by American troops 
‘but, the American sald, the men he 
encountered had been left behind to 
guard Villa's wounded and had not 
learned what had happened at 
Juarez. 

Reaching Chihuahua clty the 
American said he was threatened by 
the Carranza officials because of a 
business transaction he had had 
with a Mexican who had made false 
representations to the officials. After 
hiding from the police and escap- 
ing twice, he was finally arrested 
at Santa Rosalia, placed in jail there 
and, upon his return to Chihuahua 

, was again arrested. He was 
forced to deposit a heavy bond for 
his release pending a hearing of the 
charges against him. He said these 
were only trumped up against him 
since he had them investigated by 
a civil court and his claims upheld. 

On his trip through the north, 
during which he was away more 
than a month and covered more 
than 2200 miles in his automobile. 
the American said he found condi- 
tions very chaotic. He said com- 
manders of Federal forces were 
making forced loans and seizing 
property.

SIGNALS ARE NECESOM 


The Sheriff of Los Angeles county, 
John ©. Cline, is following the rul- 
ings regarding the interpretation of 
the State Motor Vehicle Act, issued 
by M. FF. Brown, secretary of the 
California Traffic Officers’ Associa- 
tion; Lieut. D. A. Sylvester, chief 
traffic officer of the San Francisco 
police department, and president of 
the California Traffic Officers’ Asso- 
elation. According to these officers, 
the law specifically provides that it 
is unlawful to operate motor vehicles 
on the public streets and public high- 


ways, unless they are equipped with 
a mechanical or electrical signal de-| 


State Motor Vehicle Department. : 
The arresting officers have granted | 
a few days’ time to motorists in 
order for them to equip thelr cars 
with the required signals. There- 
after, strict enforcement will be the 
order, and no excuses will be ac- 
cepted for violations. 

All motor vehicles so constructed 
and operated that the driver can 
give the hand and arm signal clearly 
visible from the rear when stopping! 
and turning do not need the signal | 
device. However, the law’ is clear | 


of every description including limou- 
sines, taxi-cabs and sedans of a type | 
that will not permit the driver to” 
give the arm and hand signal to. 
the operator following in the reat; | 
this also includes trucks and trail-/ 
ere when loaded or if they have an 
extended body to make impracticable;

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Care of the Insane. 


S. MoGROARTY, who does the ed- 
itortal page in this magazine, recently 
criticised our brutal syste:: of herding 
the unfortunate insane im asylums. 

They should have individual treatment. 

Even if the inmates were always well 
treated, it would be a wrong method, but 
they are not. Cases of brutality to unfor 
tunate patients in imsane asylums are far 
too common. This is inevitable, so long as 
employees are chosen without any regard 
to their qualffications. 

“Investigations” are usually a farce, be- 
cause members of the medical fraternity 
stand in with each other, as they do in 
cases of medical malpractice—that is to 
say, if the offending member is one of the 
elect, belonging to the Medical Trust. 

To this I add that three-fourths of the 
inmates of insane asylums might be dis- 
charged, if their colons were thoroughly 
cleansed, and they were properly fed. Ab 
sorbed poisons from the colon, and fumes 
from food that ferments produce alcohol 
and gas, poison the blood and further be- 
cloud the mind. That is why many outside 
of asylums are sometimes partially insane, 

Said Dr. Lennox Wainwright, Honorable 
Physician to St. Michaels Medical Aid, and 
Physician to the Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Children: 

“I am quite sure of this, that the mental 
effect on many patients of prolonged in- 
testinal toxemia is such as to make them 
almost demented, and I believe that if 
many of our asylums were invaded by a 
good, sound clinical physician, who would 
approach the subject without any precon- 


ceived idea, In Many cases supposed to be 


hopeless, the melancholia and hypo 
chondria would yield to common-sense 


treatment, and reduce the number of in- 


eane people.”

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ORTUNATE indeed ig the family that 
has a successfully producing and well- 
planned garden in these days of terrific 
costs and heartless profiteering. For many 
a family in Los Angeles today the bdack- 
yard garden represents the only relief from 


almost intolerable living conditions. Many 
another family, if it had had the initiative 
to spade up otherwise unused ground and 
plant and care for a vegetable plot, would 
pow be in a much better position to mare 
ends meet. If there is any immediate way 
out for the average family that has acquired 
the habit of eating every day, aside from 
the home production of as much as possible 
of the food that it consumes, The Times 
Farm and Tractor Section would be glad to 
receive and publish the formula. 

The public grew almost weary during war 
times of being constantly admonished to 
plant gardens, even though fully apprecia- 
tive of the big and vitally important idea 
back of the government's urgings. Thow- 
sands who had never wielded a hoe before 
in their lives made a gallant attempt to do 
so at the earnest plea of Uncle Sam. That 
the home gardeners helped in an important 
way to releate for shipment to France the 
compact foodstuffs needed by the expedi- 
tionary forces is now a fact of history. The 
“Victory” garden followed the war garden 
and was urged upon people until the very 
word “gardening” came to have a tin-panny 
sound. The geaseless urging to raise gar- 
dens and cut down the so-called “H. C. L..” 
of course, antedates beth and has been 
harped on year in and year out. The pub 
lic, gardeners and fion-gardeners alike, it is 
safe to say, has listed the gardening plea 
among the most tiresome of the bromides. — 

Things have come to a pass, however, 
where home gardening stands forth as the 
oply definitely available refuge for the 
family man struggling along in a losing 
fight against ever-mounting living expenses. 
There have beeh times since the tnsistent 
admonition to grow gardens and cut down 
living costs was first started when for many 
men the cost and trouble and time inciden- 
tal to producing vegetables would have 
amounted to the equivalent In value of the 
same products purchased in the market, buat 
that is mot the situation today. For all 
except the well-todo the buying for the 
table of the common vegetables so easily 
produced in the garden now represents a 
formidable problem in domestic economics. 
The family without a garden of its own can 
only groan and pay. 

Blame it onto the Japs, the high cost of 
labor, the manipulations of the middleman 
or the spirit of “rofiteering greed with 
which all who have any commodity to sell 
seem to be imbued, fix the respdiisibility as 
one will, the fact remains that the prices of 
the easily raised table vegetables have 
mounted so high that there is no longer any 
method by which anyone can really live 
cheaply. The mere cutting out of meats 
will not solve the problem these days. The 
situation is a deaperate one; what with high 
prices and the diminished purchasing power 
of the dollar, the higher wages that al- 
most everyone is now reécefiving become

HOW PROHIBITION 


LAWS AFFECT 


THE QUALITY OF FARM LABOR. 


AWS to prohibit the sale of intoxicating 
liquor have probably had as marked an 
effect in the agricultural districts as 

in the cities of the Southwest. While 
dwellers in the city have been adjusting 
themselves to new conditions imposed by 
these laws, on the farms the effect on labor 
appears to have been quite measurable. 

In reply to questions by a representative 
of The Times Farm and Tractor Section 
as to what had been the effect, if any, of 
the passing of prohibition laws on the qual- 
ity of farm labor, large employers of labor 
In agriculture have faifed to unanimously 
agree on certain points. That the sttempt 
to kill John Barleycorn has as yet had a 
beneficial effect on all who formerly in- 
duiged in intoxicants is questioned by some 
ranchers. The great majority, however, 
unqualifiedly say that since the war-time 
prohibition law forbade the public sale of 
intoxicating liquora their men have been 
more steady and reliable workers. 

Nearly all of the Southern California 
farmers or ranch managers who report 
either a negligible effect or a bad effect 
on farm labor from attempted prohibition 
remark on the tendency of the workers to 
seek substitutes for liquor in other harm- 
ful concoctions.

POP CORN AS FOOD. 

Besides being a source of entertainment 
for the children, pop corn, which is the 
corn kernel cooked whole, instead of being 
ground and then cooked, obviously hes a 
high food value, as well as a good taste 
and when properly prepared for the table 
it may acceptably take the place of many 
of the breakfast foods now on the market. 
Pop corn may be eaten with milk and sugar 
like other breakfast cereals, or the parched 
kernels which do not “pop out” can be 
ground like coffee, and eaten with cream

Following are expressions anent the ef- 
fect of prohibition laws on farm labor from 
men engaged in managing farms and hir 
ing farm labor: 

SHOW UP ON MONDAY. 

Clarence Coe, Palms: I note a better 
quality of farm labor since July 1. This is 
especially manifest in the lineup in the 
field on Monday morning. The men are 
‘ore steady, and the capacity of the work- 
is greater. 

Volney H. Craig, San Fernando, an em- 
ployer of 400 men: There is no change 
that I can see in the quality of work done 
by farm laborers since July 1, but, although 
Il am not a prohibitionist, I have never tol- 
erated heavy drinkers on the premises. 
Some of my helpers, I have noted, are in- 
clined to try various concoctions as sub- 
stitutes for liquor, and | understand they 
suffer thereby. 

Mr. Craig adds interesting sidelights on 
this subject, stating that the composite 
farm worker throughout the country is do- 
ing about two-thirds as much work as he 
did before the war. 

It is rather early to judge of the effect 
of nation-wide prohibition, according 
Merritt H. Adamson, proprietor of 
Adohr Stock Farms, Owensmouth, who 
says that some of his men seem to be able 
still to commune whenever they desire with 
the spirit of old John Barleycorn. [It is

Mr. Adamson’s belief, however, that farm 


labor will be more steady and dependable 
after prohibition has become a fact as well 
as a law and the privately-stored supplies 
of fire water have been consumed. 

“Unquestionably, the closing up of It 
censed liquor selling establishments has 
bettered the farm-labor situation,” says F. 
T. Gatton, manager of the Diamond’ Bar 
ranch, Spadra. This ranch employs scores 
of men in raising live stock. Siace July 1, 
Mr. Gatton says, there has been a much 
larger percentage of men present on the 
ranch each day after pay day. 

STAY ON THE JOB. 

The Azusa Foothill Company, owners of 

nearly 700 acres of citrus groves and em- 


ployers of large numbers of Mexican or- 
ange and lemon pickers. has been favor 
ably affected by the prohibition law. C. A. 
Griffith, general manager of the - ranch, 
states that since the law became operative 
his Mexicans stay on the job much better. 
He had always before counted on a certain 
percentage of absence on Monday, pay day 
being every Saturday evening. Very few 
of the men, he says, now fail to show up at 
the beginning of the week. 

In some instances farmers report no 
change in the quality of work or the steadi- 
ness of workers because of the ban on 
liguors. In such category is placed the ex- 
perience of E. P. Taylor of the Santa Anita 
ranch, Arcadia. Mr. Taylor states that he 
has always made an effort to hire workers 
who do not indulge to excess in liquors, 
and that the change from wet to dry has 
had no effect on the labor situation at the 

One of the most serious handicaps to em- 
ployers of farm labor before prohibition 
went into effect, it seems to be conceded 
by the great majority of farmers, was the 
susceptibility of some workmen to indulp 
ence in liquor when off duty. “Now that 
prohibition has gone into effect,” says Har 
risan Lewis, superintendent of the 22.000 
acre Santa Monica Mountain Park ranch, “a 
marked change is noticed by farmers and 
ranch managers off Monday mornings. It is 
pleasing to the employer to observe that 
his men now have the appearance of having 
rested over Sunday and that they do not 
require one or more days to recover their 


equilibrium after a day off.” 


CONCOCT OWN DRINKS. 

Some live-stock raisers in particular, how- 
ever, take the opposite view and state that 
the effect of the prohibition law is either 
negligible or harmful. D. O. Brant, man- 
ager of the Elliott-Brant ranch, Owens 
mouth, says that if anything, he is having 
more trouble keeping men in good physical 
condition than before July 1. Some of his 
herdsmen, milkers and general hands, he 
declares, have sought so ¢‘ligently for sub- 
stitutes for bar drinks that they have suf- 
fered seriously. Two men whom he em- 
ployed were certified to the Lunaey Com- 
mission after they had taken alcohol and 
formaldehyde to get the sadlylamented 
“kick.” Others have. sought solace in Ja- 
maica ginger, lemon and vanilla extract and 
other mixtures of like harm to the human 
system and have been less efficient work- 
men as a result. 

Walnut growers generally feel that pro 
hibition has resulted in better work and 
better workmen, says Carlisle Thorpe, man- 
ager of the California Walnut Growers’ 
Association. There is more of a disposi- 
tion on the part of employees to report 
promptly for work Monday morning in the 
walnut groves, Mr. Thorpe says. 

A better quality of work is now done by 
those farm workers who were prone to in- 
duige in liquor before prohibition went in- 
to effect, says F. H. Scribner of the Los 
Angeles County Farm Bureau, who, in his 
rounds, visite many large employers of 
oom labor.

agother planting. If the grower has been | 
successful with his vegetables, under the | 


same conditions of culture next year he | 
will protably do even better if he saves | 
the best vegetables from the best plants | 
for seed. Many cf the home-garden vegeta- | 
Dies will not produce the best seed. as some 
seed must be crown under sbecial condi- 
tions and have rpecial care. But in most 
Cases the home gardener can save money 
and better his crops by selection of seed. 

Allow the longest, straightest, best-formed 
beans from the healthiest and most pro 
life vines of bushes to remain on the 
plants and let the pods dry before picking. 
Then shell and place in jars or paper con- 
tainers in a dry place for future use, Spring 
potato seed may be saved for the fall crop, 
, allowing at least six weeks’ interval be- 
tween cropping and planting. Do not se- 
lect the largest, bui the medium-sized, 
smoothest tubers, those most easily han- 
died. Find the longest and best-formed 
ears of green corn, regardiess of height— 
although they will, in most cases, be found 
on the tallest ears—and store away after 
the ear has dried on the stalk. 

In France gardeners have a way of saving 
cucumber seed and vtilizing the vegetable. 
Allow two or three of the best-formed cu- 
cumbers to fully ripen until yellow and un- 


til the seeds are fully formed. Cut open 
the cucumber, scrape out the seeds and 
pickle the flesh, using three changes of 
salt brine and boiling vinegar, drying the 
seeds in the sun for an hour or two before 
storing. 

Lettuce, radish, spinach and cabbage seed 
is very easily raised if the plants are given 
sufficient water, but it is not practicable to 
raise beet seed in the ordinary garden be- 
cause of the space and time ‘demanded for 
the crop. Sometimes it is desirable to tle 
& paper sack over the seed to prevent shat- 
and attacks by birds,

SPRAYING FOR LEAF 
BLIGHT OF TOMATOES. 


Spraying improves color and solidity of 
tomatoes, reduces rot and sunscald, and in- 
creases the yield of ripe fruit 39 per cent. 
and of both green and ripe fruit 55 per cent. 

A small knapsack compressed-air sprayer 
may be used in this work. Such sprayers 
are light, easy to operate, and produce a 
fine misty spray. Several different kinds, 
varying somewhat in shape and construc 
tion, bug bullt on the compressed-air prin- 
ciple, are now offered for sale. 

A good spray formula is 5-5-3-50 Bordeaux 
soap mixture, composed of five pounds cop 
per sulphate, five pounds stone lime, three 
pounds resin fish oil soap, and fifty gallons 
of water. 

To reduce the work of preparing spray 
mixtures thé following stock solftions were 
made: Five pounds of copper sulphate 
(blue stone) were dissolved by suspending 
it in a wooden vessel containing five gallons 
of water. Copper sulphate corrodes iron 
and tin. Five pounds of stone lime (quick 
lime) were slaked in another vessel by slow- 
ly adding water at first and later increasing 
the volume to five gallons. Three pounds 
of resin fish ofl soap were diluted in a third 
vessel by stirring it in hot water until thin 
and increasing the volume to five gallons by 
adding water of temperature.

Grain bugs have increased in numbers 
so rapidly during the past few years that 
they are now a serious menace to growing 
grain in the intermountain and Southwest- 
ern States. Their recent development as 
an economic pest is due to the change from 
the natural vegetation in the Western States 
to cultivated food piants, according to ento- 
mologists of the United States Department 
of Agriculture. This condition has been 
brought about by the cultivation of large 
areas formerly devoted to grazing, which 
practically eliminated many of the native 
food plants, and caused the insect to attack 
cultivated crops. They cause damage by 
piercing the newly formed heads of cereals 
and feeding on the liquid contents, which 
prevents the formation of the grain and re 
duces its weight 10 to 50 per cent. from 


normal. 

Wheat, barley and rye are the preferred 
fodd plants of the grain bug, but it also 
feeds on other cereals and on cabbage, cot 
ton, peas, beans, tomatoes and lettuce,’is 
addition to many native plants.

field, especially those of wheat, barley, rye 
and oats. Svon after attack, and — be. 


fore the normal period of ripening i* 
reached, the damaged heads assume a dull, 
yellowish-white color, which is a sharp con- 
trast to the bright green of the. 

heads. They appear normal in size, but up 


on being crushed between the fingers are 
found to be nearly, if not entirely, empty. 

In a wind or rain storm many of thesé 
stems are broken and the heads fall to the 
ground. People not familiar with the work 
ot grain bugs frequently attribute the dam- 
age which they cause to hail or other 
weather influences. The grains of affected 
heads are withered and much reduced in 
size and weight. Frequently the extent ot 
damage is not appreciated by the grower 
until the crop is threshed. In extreme cases 
entire fields of stiall grain bave been de- 
stroyed. 

The most effective and practical method 
of control is the destruction of the adults 
while they are concentrated in their winter 
quarters. This is best accomplished by 
plowing under or burning rubbish and 
weeds in and about cultivated fields. These 
control measures should be included as @ 
part of the regular farm practice, and any 
special work required may be carried on 
during the inactive season at a time when 
farm labor and equipment ord are 


a large percentage of the hibernating adults 
and constitute one of the most important 
factors in restricting destructive outbreaks 
During the normal winters at least 95 ver 
cent. of the bugs survive when hibernating 
in protected locations. Usually after mid- 
summer the numbers of the fesects are 
gfeatly reduced by a tiny wasplike parasite 
of the eges and by certain flies which are 
parasitic on the adult bugs.

The olives now are of 
rood size and the trees are in excellent 
condition, the crop being so much larger 
than last year that there is no comparison. 
Packers are predicting, however, that there 
will be such a demand for pickled olives 
that: not nearly the ameunt of olive oil 
usually made will be rendered. The aver- 
age yield per acre for olives in this section 
bas been half a ton per acre but this year 
sume groves will have close to a ton an 
acre. This is due largely growers say, to 
the season of blooming being just right 
with succeeding warm days that developed 
the fruit rapidly. The olive is a native of 
warm, dry countries and thrives in such 
temperatures as we have had recently. 
Olives sold to the buyers last fall for about 
$170 a ton in the orchard. Never before 
had the price been higher than $80 a ton, 
rat imports were cut off, and the domestic 
supply was light. The Kubias olive factory 
here did not make of] last year, devoting 
all energies to pickling olives. Some oil 
will probably be made this year.

Take all sub-nérteal, ples from

— at night, lousitine them in a suitable 
bot. Set them out in the sun during the 


day, if the day is not too warm, in which 
case provide shade for them. After two 
weeks or so, fix a pen for them outside, and 
keep the pen scrupulously clean. 

Never take eub-normal pigs from the 
mother until they are a week old. Boil 
separated cow's milk each day and start 
them drinking it warm, with a teaspoon 
When they will drink readily from the 
spoon, gradually lower the spoon until you 
get their noses in the pan of milk and 
they will soon drink out of the pan. Don’t 
give the pigs too much milk. You must use 
your judgment in gauging when they have 
had enough. A pig drinks fast. When he 
slows up, take the milk away. Feed them 
every hour during the day until three weeks 
old. If you want to save the pigs, get up in 
the middie of the night and feed them until 
they are three week old. 

When the pigs get old enough ta, crack 
cora, a little ground corn or milo should 
be given them. They should be allowed to 
pasture on alfalfa after four weeks.. When 
they are old enough to eat grass and corn 
they need be fed milk but three times a 
day. Use separated milk from the begin- 
ning; the other kind would be too rich. 
When the pigs weigh fifty povfiids the milk 
need not be boiled. 


PROTECT HOGS FROM 
HEAT OF SUMMER. 


Hogs suffer @uring the summer months) 
unless they are protected from the hot sun. 
Plenty of shade and a sanitaary wallow 
should be provided. The rate of mortality 
in shipping hogs is greater in summer than 
in winter. 

Shippers have found the “ice-water 
ehower” successful in shipping cars of hogs. | 
They suspend 500 pounds of ice in gunny 
sacks at regular intervals from the ceiling 
of each car. The motion of the train 
spriikies the cold water over the animals. 
Other shippers bave placed a three-inch bed 
of eand in the cars, wetting the sand thor- 
oughly at the shipping station and once 
again en route. 

If a wallow is constructed of concrete in 
an unsheltered position, a sunshade may be 
built of straw or boughs laid over a frame 
work of two by three inch pieces built about 
four feet above the wallow. Uvery hor 
raiser should make maximum use of the 
green feeds that are abundant at this sea- 
son. 


PLACE CORN STALKS 
ON TOP OF SILAGE, 


Several years ago it was & common prac- 
to cover the silage with some 
rial, 6uch as dirt or cut straw, in order to 
prevent the top layer from spoiling. At 
present when any provision at all is made 
for this purpose it consists usually in mere- 
ly running in on top cornstalks from which 
the ears have been removed. By this meth- 
od some of the corn grain is saved. The 
heavy greefi cornstalks pack much better 
than straw does and so exclude the air 
more effectually. The top ts thoroughly 
tramped and then wet down. Sometimes 
oats are sown on the top before wetting. 
The heat generated by the fermenting Mass 
will cause the oats to sprout quickly and 
form a dense sod, which serves to shut off 
the air from the silage beneath, and in con- 
sequence only a very shallow layer spoils. 
Whenever possible.“it ts better to begin 
feeding from the silo as soon as it is filled; 
by doing this no covering is necessary 
and there should be no loss on account of 
spoiling, says the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.

The principal varieties grown are the 
black and white Angeleno, tevether with 
the various kinds of Chilean and the 
Piorida melons. The white is 
pronounced to be the best flav melon. 
However, public sentiment demands a black 
seeded melon, and the black seeded Ange 
leno and the Chilean are those principally 
favored by the market d@mand. 

This year’s crop from 1200 acres, the 
earliest watermelons produced in the West, 
has approximately all reached fhe market. 
Some 1200 cars have been shipped to vari- 
ous points throughout the West, and at 
present from twelve to fifteen cars are leav- 
Most of these go to 
the Los jAngeles market and some are 
shipped fronr there to various other locall- 
ties. 


The watermelons are planted about Feb- 
rvuary 15, some being planted ag late as 
March. They are planted in rows ten feet 
apart and about six seeds dropped in hills 
eight feet apart In each row. They arv 
planted at a deoth of two inches into the 
moist soil and continually cultivated. After 
the vines are thoroughly established, the 
plants are thinned out to two vines to each 
hill, Cultivation is continued during the 
early stages of the plant, but irrigation is 
practiced very little. The vines are hilled 
after the roots become thoroughly -estab 
lished, and irrigation is then practiced down 
the furrows and between the veins. As 
soon as permissible, cultivation ts carried 
ou after each irrigation. ‘che vinés produce 
very heavy folfage and fruit, especially on 
the medium and heavier types of soil, if 
proper cultivation is continued. 


The yields are about twelve to fourteen 
tons per acre, although occasionally cer- 
tain fields will yield eighteen to twenty 
tons. The yield seems to depend on the 
fertility of the soil and the amount of care 
and cultivation given them by the grower. 
lyrigation should only be practiced once 
during the early stages, but when the plant 
is blossoming and the melons are seeding, 
the field shodld Se irrigated quite frequent- 
ly at intervals of fourteen to eighteen days 

The total shipments of melons will probd- 
ably reach 1500 cars for the season. As no 
other melons are as early as those of Im- 
perial, Valley they have the monopoly of 
the rket at the time they are being 
shipped. 


The watermelon growers of Imperial Val-| ural 


ley include Americans, Greeks and a few 
Japanese. However, most of this product is 
grown by Americans. Most of the canta 
loupes are produced by Japanese. Most of 
the watermelon growers are tenant farmers. 
They rent the land for from $15 to $25 per 
acre and hire their own labor during the 
picking and the shipping season. They sell 
the melons of a commission basis, although 
occasionally some buyers will pay cash for 
them when they are being loaded. The 
price varies at different times of the sea- 
son, according to the supply and the demand. 
The avefage price ts from $17 to $18 per 
ton, but at certain times the price exceeds 
$25 per ton. 

From twelve to fifteen tons are loaded in 
the car and cars are bedded with straw pre- 
vious to loading in order to insure delivery 
in good condition at the point of distribw 
tion. The melons are hauled to the mar 
ket by large trucks and are usually picked

the average of the preceding six years, dur- 
ing which time the total of the two crops of 
beet and cane sugar has slightly exceeded 
1,000,000 tons every year exbept in 1914-15. 

The beet-cugar forecast for this year is 
higher than the record crop of 1915-16 by 
nearly 75,000 tons and is above the average 
of the preceding six years by about 169,000 
tons, but the canesugar crop of this year 
is forecast at only 159,069 tons. compared 
with which is the average of about 254,500 
tons of the preceding six years. During 
many years the canesugar crop of only 
1915-16 has been lower and of only 1912-13 
has been nearly as small. The low pros- 
pects of this year’s crop, at the date of July 
1, are due to a wet, cool spring and to a 
somewhat low acreage. In recent years 
cane sugar has usually been about one<juar 
ter of the total of cane and beet sugar pro- 
duced in contiguous United States, but this 
year the prospect is that it will be only 
about one-seventh. 

The area planted to sugar beets this year 
is the largest one on record and, it is esti- 
mated, reaches 890,400 acres, or 200,700 
acres more than iast vear and 83,800 acres 
more than the largest previous area in 1917.

Problems there are yet to be solved, to be 
sure, but they are problems capable of satis. 
factory solution and worthy to challenge 
the best brains. They include the questions 
of the maintenance of soil fertility, the 
working out of a pruning system best caicu- 
lated to avoid breakage under wind and 
the avoidance of infectious blight, and these 
and other problems are still to be finally 
— out to the most satisfactory conclu 
sion. 

The pear will alwaye be a popular fa- 
vorite. There is practically no wastage in 
handling the fruit. It can be shipped fresh, 
dried, canned, or preserved. The cores and 
peelings and unmarketable cull fruits cao 
be made into vinegar. “Perry.” a choice 
drink similar to cider, made from the 
crushed cull fruit furnishes a desirable out- 
let for unmarketable stuff. Used In 50 
many ways. a povular favourite among 
Americans, and with production ltimited to 
but comparatively few sections, pear grow- 
ing in the Little Rock-Palmdale section may 
reasonably be expected to have a rosy 
future. 

NEW WATER SUPPLY. 

The new Little Rock-Palmdale irrigation 
district, upon which construction work will 
soon be under way, will contain approxt- 
mately 3500 acres. Water will be supplied 
from a reservoir formed by the erection of 
a mammoth dam in Little Reck creek can- 
yon which will impound some 9250 acre 
feet of water, or nearly three acre feet for 
each acre in the district, an ample supply 
for all purposes. The cost of construction 
is estimated at approximately $300,000, but 
water will thereby be supplied growers at 
an average cost of less than half that paid 
by citrus growers on the other side of the 
Sierra Madre Mountains. This water sup 
ply will suffice for all future needs of the 
district, including domestic, intercropping 
and cover crops. The dam site and the 
form of structure have been approved by 
the State Railroad Commission and by the 
State Department of Engineering, and the 
districts hope to break ground in the fail 
or winter of 1919. This dam, of a height of 
150 feet above the surface of the stream, 
will form a beautiful mountain lake of sev- 
eral miles in length which, douptiess, will

ALFALFA LEAF SPOT 
APPEARS IN FIELDS. 


In some of the alfaifa fields, leaf spot 
has made its appearance. Leaf spot ‘ts 
caused by a fungus which lives over the 
winter in the — usually on dead leaves 
and branches. ough it has given little 
trouble as yet, this is one of the most 
serious of alfalfa diseases and should he 
checked in time by a change in irrigation 
niethods. 

There are two characteristics of leaf 
epot, one being a small circular yellowish 
spot; the other is distinguished by a raised 
disc in the center of the spot. Leaf spot 
causes losé when the fields are over-irri- 
gated, especially in cloudy weather. The 
source of infestation still furnishes an in- 
teresting problem and methods of control 
bave not been fully worked out.

| PEANUTS VALUABLE 
HOME GARDEN CROP.

Many ranch- 
ers plant peanuts as an intercrop in or. 
chards, but not enough of the goobers are 
raised in Southern California to supply the 
local demand. 


FUMIGATION FOR DATES. 

The Coachella Valley Date Growers’ As- 
sociation has purchased a vacuum fumiga- 
tion machine, for use in their new packing 
house at Indio, upon recommendation of 
D. B. Mackie, entomologist of the new 
State Department of Agriculture. This ma- 
chine destroys infestation or .infection in 
one hour's time. It is stated that the Coa- 
chella date harvest this year will be ap- 
proximately twice as large as any other 
harvest in that region. Prices for fresh 
California dates still range high, those who 
are fond of them paying 80 cents to $1 per 
pound for the best varieties.

SOME UNDESIRABLE 
PLANT IMMIGRANTS. 


SY GEORGE MOXLEY. 

Not al? the immigrants that come into a 
mew country are of human-kind, nor are 
they all animals. Plants move into new ter- 
omy! as Well as animals, although they do 

the power of Yocomotion. They 
come ship, in the ballast; by raliroad 
train, in hay or grain; clinging by hooks 
or bristles to the coats of animals and men; 
or, developing wings or parachutes, they 
float on the breeze. Some of these immi- 
grant plants seem able to overcome and 
crowd out those that have hitherto occupied 
the land and take possession. Probably the 
reason, or one of the reasons, for this is 
that their natural enemies have been left 
behind and, in the new environment, they 
have free opportunity for development. Many 
introduced plants of Southern California 
have been here so long that we accept them 
almost as natives, but others have come 
cumparatively recently and it is of some 
of these latter that I write. 

The so-called Russian thistle, Salsola tra- 
gus L., is one of the immigrant weeds that 
seems to be spreading in some localities, 
the San Fernando Valley, for instance, and 
should be carefully exterminated. It is of 
the “tumble weed” conformation which 
gives it an excellent chance to scatter its 
seed far and wide. The young plant is 
tender and succulent in appearance and 
would hardly be suspected of becoming 
such a hard and thorny bush as results 
from its further gfowth. There is, however, 
less danger of its becoming a real merace 
in this section than might be if there were 
more grain and less fruit and cultivated 


crops grown. 
Of the mustard fanilly there are two

common plant. It may be distinguished 
from the common mustard, Brassica nigra 
(L.) Kech, in several ways. Its habit of 
growth is low and rounded-bushy, freely 
branching from the base. The principal 
leaves are basal, deeply lobed and covered 
with a short pubescence which gives them 
a soft and downy appearance. The flowers 
are somewhat lighter In shade than the 
hillside mustard and the seed pods are quite 
tiosely appressed to the stem. 

The other mustard, Sisymbrium  altissi- 
mum L., is stiffly erect from the base, freely 
branching above, the branches standing out 
rigidly from the stem. The leaves are deep- 
ly incised into linear lobes and in the upper. 
leaves the lobes are extremely narrow and 
threadlike, giving the entire plant a rather 
skeletoniike appearance. The flowers are 
almost white and the petals quite narrow. 
The pods are long and slender. Once 
known, the plant need mever be mistaken 
for any other. This plant was first noted 
locally in Hollywood, in 1910, and is now 
pretty well distributed. 

The prickly lettuce, Lactuca scariola L., 
ig a weed that has spread with great 
rapidity. There are two forms to be noted, 
differing chiefly in their leaves. The typical 
form has deeply sinuate-pinnatifid leaves, 
while the variety integrata Gren. & Gord. 
has leaves which are usually nearly entire 
in outline with a toothed margin. Both

widely separated places around Los An- 
geles, notably Colegrove, Dominguez Junc- 
tion, Florence and in 1915 I noticed a large 
patch covering almost city block .mear 
York boulevard. 

A thistle that may be somewhat of % 
weed is the “milk thistle,” so called from 
its large white-blotched leaves, which are 
very characteristic. It is an annual or bi- 
ennial, growing from two to six feet, high 
and freely flowering. 1 first noticed one or 
two growing along the afreet as early as 
1910, although it may have been introduced 
much earlier, and have since seen it in 
many places. There was, in 1916, a large 
patch at the corner of Long Beach and Flor. 
ence avenues and I called the attention of 
the Horticultural Commission to it. I was 
assured that it was not likely to become a 
dangerous weed, as it is usually an annual. 
However, I have noticed that it is one of 
the thistle included in the “Thistle Act of 
1490” by the government of Victoria, Aus- 
tralia, which act made it mandatory upon 
the farmers to eradicate the thistles men- 
tioned, and the covernment went so far as to 
publish an illustrated pamphiet describing 
the plants to be destroyed. So it would be 
quite the safe plan to root out this weed 
wherever found. ' 


BIG PEACH HARVEST. 

MENTONE.—The harvesting of the big 
peach crop for this section is well under 
way and indications that a crop of more 
than a quarter million dollars in value will 
be handled this year. Peaches will bring 
$80, the best of them, and the worst will 
bring more than half or that. The big 
200-acre orchard of the Mentone Heights 
orchards near here is a busy place and the 
packing of these peaches for the early 
eastern market has given employment to 
hundreds of people. The company will take 
ag least 1100 tons of fruit off the 21,000 
the first year they have 
been in bearing to a great extent. The 
fruit is fine, grown in the lower foothills 
where the temperature is sharp enough to 
put a real peach bloom in the fruit. The 
company has over a hundred acres planted 
to the Hale variety of peach, which has 
been found to be the best in keeping quali- 
ties and in flavor. This crop is now rip- 
ening and will soon be ready for harvest. 
It is estimated that during the thinning 
period more than 2000 tons of fruit were 
taken off the trees or twice what was left 
on them. The canneries of this section 
are beginning to can peaches now and 
they will soon be working three shifts of 
eight hours each, day and night. A large 
amount of peach pulp will also be canned.

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WESTERN DISTILLATE PROVES A 


BOOM TO USERS OF TRACTORS. 


ERE is one great reason why the 
tractor has come to stay on western 
farms,” said an eminent engineer in 
employ of one of the large oll compa- 
; “that reason is western distillate.” 
This expert elaborated on his point, re- 
min@ing his interviewer of the vast oil re- 
sources of California and of the new oil 
flelds being developed constantly and new 
gushers brought in every month. 
“The farm power problem will always be 
@ question of costs. With constant im- 
provements in tractors and greater tractor 
production in quantity, the time is not far 
distant when the cost of a tractor will be 
less than the cost of raising a horse or 
mule. Then the problem will simmer down 
to a question of which will plow more 
land, a gallon of distillate or its economic 
equivalent in horse feed, and the chances 
te.” 


Tractor manufacturers, in an effort to 
cheapen the cost of tractor work, have 
designed special carburetorg and motors to 
use low-grade fuels. Many tractors use 
kerosene. Many others still require the 
use of gasoline. Western distillate, which 
is produced cheaply from California crudes, 
is not in general use east of the Rockies, 
largely because of the cost of transporting 
this fuel over the range. But California 
tractor users have at their very doors a 
cheap, efficient fuel. The Baume gravity 
of distillate is higher than that of kero- 
sene and there is not much difficulty in 
starting tractors buriting distillate. 

Many tractors using gasoline on Southern 
Caifornia farms may be converted into dis- 
tillate burners with the addition of a fuel 
warming device, many of which are on 


is aleo an excellent thing to install on the 
tractor if the operator desires to change 
from gasoline to distillate. When the mo- 
tor is warmed up no difficulty asually will 
be experienced in starti again, if the 
engine is stopped for an r or 80. 
wholesale cost of distillate ia a little more 
than half that of gasoline, and tests have 
proven that a gallon of distillate will do 
as much work on the farm as a galion of 
gasoline, provided that the tractor carbu- 
retor is properly adjusted and fitted to han- 
dle the cheaper fuel. 

One difficulty in the burning of distillate 
and kerosene fuels in tractors and automo- 
biles is the greater deposit of carbon in 
the cylinders and consequent preignition 
and pounding and interference with proper 
valve operation results. 

Automobile engineers have proven that 
this tendency of low-grade fuels to coat the 
cylinder walls and combustion chamber 
with carbon is not usually the fault of the 
low-grade fuels alone, but it is the result 
of a failure to recognize the relation be 
tween kerosene and distillate and lubri- 
cating oils. 

These low-grade oils have a high boiling 
point, anc when the motor fs not heated 
to a sufficient point to produce efficient 
combustion the fog produced from distil- 
late and kerosene unites with lubricating 
oll to make carbon. If the gases were dis- 
charged into the outer atmosphere, instead 
of into a cylinder lubricated with certain 
Oils, the gas would so expand that there 
would not be any carbon. The gases strik- 
ing the lubricated cylinder walls condense 
and cut the lubricating oil, [eer its 
viscosity and producing carbon.

requested the aid of the bureau to compe 
the Bast Side Canal and Water Company to 
obey an order of the Railroad Commission 
to clean out the sand from the head of its 
main canal, thereby permitting more water 
to flow down the ditch for use in Stevenson 
colony. Director at Large E. G. Adams of 
Livingston suggested that the people of 


Stevenson were pursuing the wrong course 


in attempting to compel a privafe company 
to improve irrigation facilities and that they 
should instead form an irrigation district 
and take over the system of the Mast Side 
Company. As a result of the discussion on 
that day, an irrigation committee of the 
farm bureau was appointed and asked to 
make investigations and report on recom- 
mendationg for the formation of one or 
more districts. 

The first plan considered was a district 
intending to serve the territories covered 
by the Crocker Company and the East Side 
corporation. At another meeting in Novem- 
ber the committee asked that it be enlarged 
and following favorable action, Adams and 
McClure were asked to look-over the situ- 
ation. The first recommendation of Mc- 
Clure and Adams was that the idea of one 
district to supply Both the Stevenson colony 
and the territory served by the Crocker 
Company should be abandoned and that 
efforts should be confined in an attempt to 
form a district to replace the Crocker-Huf- 
man Company. 

Throughout 1918 the Merced Irrigation 
district, which was formed in January of 
last year, continued its efforts In the direc 


the bill introduced by Senator J. L. C. Irwin 
ot Hanford providing that the vote neces- 
sary to organize irrigation districts be re 
duced from two-thirds to a majority. The 
passage of the bill spelled defeat for fac 
tions opposing the Merced Irrigation dis- 
trict and paved way for final action on the 
matter. Opponents of the district became 
discouraged in their efforts to biock the 
project and closed their Merced headquar. 
ters. 

Among the sidelights on the fight that 
Was waged in Merced was the attempted 
formation of tour small irrigation districts 
within the large one. These were repre- 
sented to be pumping plant propositions. 
One was in the Plainsburg district, another 
in the Marin district and the two others in 
the Bloss section. However, the four-dis- 


‘trict plan fell through nearly as quickly 
as was started.
